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, COLTON REVOLUTION. 
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rig NEW HARVESTING MACHINE. 


(From A CORRESPONDENT.) 


‘fit be true, as is reported, that an auto- 
matic cotton picker or harvesting machine 
has at last been brought to perfection, there 
will be great rejoicing in the hearts of those 
who depend on this industry. Though cotton 
is 8 jected to innumerable mechanical pro- 
cessas in the course of its transformation 
from atangled fibre to the finished cloth, no 
one has hitherto succeeded in devising means 
for picking the liut from the plant. The 
grain crop is cat by wonderfal machines, 
and mechanism ou the farm has superseded 
many hand processes. Bat cotton must still 
be picked siowly and laboriously by hand. Mr. 
. M. Young, who recently wrote a valuable 
and authoritative report on the cotton industry 
ot the United States, said, ‘ Cotton harvesting 
mavbinery would be of incaloulable value, but 
av efiicient machine for picking cottan has yet 
ty be invented. It isa difficult problem for the 
inventor, because picking cotton is something 
like picking raspberries, and even American 
genius has boggled at it. There have been 
many fruitless efforts, but I am afraid there is 
not today in the United States a single 
machine with which any planter would even 
attempt to pick cotton.” 

A Mr. Lowry has, however, at last invented 
a wachioe which has excited the greatest i in- 
‘areat in the cotton growing regions, and is 
regarded by many experts as having offered for 
the firat time a practical solution of the diffi- 
culty. It has been subjected to some exhaust- 
iva tests ander the supervision of Mr. R. H, 
Allen, of Memphis, who was appointed to 
investigate its work, and it appears to have 
justified its claims. It is a motor-driven vehicle, 
fitted with eight arms of aluminiam, delicately 
balanced, so that they can be moved in all 
directions. ‘hese arms are fitted wth endless 
belts, covered with wire hooks,and to each pair 
of arms a man or boy attends. The machine 
passes down the rows of cotton planta, and 
the operators direct the arm to the opened 
bolis ; the wire hooks seizs the lint, and pass 
it alovg to a brush, which gathers it op and 
collects it in a receptacle. The process of 
picking by hand is done with mach effort by 
the negroes, who pall off the lint with their 
fingers, and place it in a bag suspended from 
the shoulders. ‘The operetors sitting on this 
motor frame merely point the arms under 
their control to the lint, and if only a few of 
the fibres are seized, the whole of the lint is 
drawn away to the brush. 

T'he report of Mr. Allen on this machine 
is certsioly favorable. ‘Tests, condacted 
with a machine haying only four arms, 
showed that the two lads who operated it 
got resalts equal to a pick of over five han- 
dred pounds of cotton per man per day. 
Their capacity as hand pickers in similar 
cotton would have been about sixty-five 
pounds per day ; bat the work was not merely | 00 
greater, it was better done, there was leas 
“trash,” such aa sticks and dirt in the cotton, 
and its quality was several degrees higher 
than that picked by hand in the same field, 
It is estimated that if sucha machine were 
in aniversal use at the present time, it would 
save 75,000,000 dollars in the cost of pick- 
ing the American crop, and if it can be im- 
proyed still farther and made really ser- 
viceable, it will certainly works revolation 
in tha conditions of the industry, which is 
already restricted, owing to the scarcity of 
labour at the busy time of harvest. 

The change would Le as astonishing as that 
which was effected by the cotton gin invented 
by Bli Whitney in 1794. When the cotton is 
picked from the boll the seed from which it 
springs adheres to it, and when this seed had 
to be removed by hand the difficulty was 
so great that it had the effect of limiting the 
cultivation of cotton. A man was able to 
separate the seed from the lint so slowly 
thet he could only clean four pcunds of cotton 
in a week working at night i in addition to the 
asual field work. Thus, it wonld take him 
two years to clean the quantity of cotton now 
made up in @ standard bale. The saw-gin 
of Whitney revolutionised the system. In 
this machine the seed cotton was placed in a 
hopper, one side of which was composed of 
strong wires placed so closely together that 
noe“2d could pass between them. Between 
each pair of wires. revolved s circular saw, 
the teeth of which dragged the fibres through 
while the wires disengaged the seed, and left 
it to fall intoa bin. This principle obtains 
still in the cleaning of all short-stapled cottons, 
though a roller-gin is used to clean the fine 

Island and other more delicate cottons. 
The result of its application was that whereas 
the exportation of cotton from the United 
States in 1793 was only 975 bales of 500Ib. in 
the following year the number of bales rose to 
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gathered rapidly and ¢ tay fm the plant 
Many have declared that the achidvement was 
impossible, and that b nd-picking would pre- 


vail for all time. As the labour problem is one 
of increasing gravity in the cotton fields of 
America, and the plantation of cotton is re- 
stricted by the difficulty of getting a relia- 
ble supply of work the yearning for a 
machine which wonld the planters more 
independent of the n was very real and 
poignant. Therefore, jthere will be wide- 
spread anxiety to learn that the farther trials 
of the Lowry auto-cotton picker have support- 
ed its claims, and that jat last m«chinery has 
been devised which will make a Jarge exton- 
sion of the cotton fields possible. 


THE C.M.8. GIRLS’ SCHOOL, 
KHARTOUM.

Bird, one of the energ@tic cdacational ataff of 
the society, should be sent to reorganise 
their girls’ school at | Khartoum. The hired 
flat, which at sages forms the seat of in- 
struction of their pupils, has been found to 
be far too small and quite onguitable for 
the work, 80: plans wre prepared, and the 
expenditure of a iderable sum of money, 
from the fonds contribated twenty years ago 
to the. society in membry of General Gordon, 
was authorised by thp “parent committee,” 
for the erection of saitable premises. Tho 
work is now well in/ hand, - and it is antici- 
_ that the building will be .ready for 

use very shortly. Misa Bird writes, “The 
year 1904 has wito a ateady increase 
all along the line. From being one of the 
smallest, and certainly the least well-equipped 
of our girls’ schools | at the beginning of 
the year, it is, at the cose, the largest in 
our mission. From 43 names on the register 
the number rose, before the end of 1904, to 
close upon 6 bun There was bat one 
teacher, working whole-heartedly bat single- 
handed, and. almost destitate of apparatas. 
There are now four teachers in separate 
class-rooms in a fairly well-equipped school. 
So far, children of oh and of all com- 
plexions, sit happily side by side ; they learn 
and play together, ugh they may be as 
different from each otber as the homes from 
from which they come. They range in hue 
from the comparatively fair children of Egypt- 
ian officers and officials employed by the 
Sodan government, the warm, chocolate 
brown of the Sudanege, and to the coal-black 
of the trne negro.” | 

Needlework is a great attraction to = 
children, and they petform the most go 
and elaborate feata in this direction. he

Every Yiddish 
newspaper published in the metropolis is still 
probibited in Russia ; but several of such 
sheets are now produced on the spot, the Go- 
vernment permitting them to be issned in the 
hope that they will tend to maltiply the effect , 
of the revolutionary literature scattered BO. 
frealy among the Jews. | 
Among the the little papers printed in Russia 
and produced in London are the official organs. 
of the revolationary propaganda carried on in , 
Rassia and Poland. Ove of these is sold in, 
London, and frequently justifies ita title, print. | 
ing as it does important tidings from Rassia, . 
particularly about the “cause,” a day or two, 
ahead even of “Tne Times.” It is msinly , 
through this mediam that Rossian Jews in the 
Bast End learn of the conviction of their com- 
rades. The paper, however, is intended for 
export, while the other journals printed i in the 
same office are exclusively circylated in Russia | 
and Poland, 

Of course, all these periodicals are under the 
ban of the censor ; bat they sre nevertheless 
regularly sent into the Tsar’s dominions— 
not through the poat, but by special mes- 
sengers, who smuggle them over the frontier. 
Many of such ee well as their un- 
suspecting victima—innocent merchants who | 
have undertaken to gonvey into Raasia bundles 
fof the contents of which they knew nothing, 
and who have heen horrified when officials 
have drawn from them a mass of revola- 
tionary literatare—have been caaght in the 
act of smuggling copies of such papers into 
Rassias. But the messengers are only men of 
straw. The Government never lays by the 
heels any of the leaders of the movement. 
So the stream of prohibited literatare is 
never really dammed,. let alone stopped ; it 

ntinues to flow steadily from London. to 

ussia. And never has it flown ja auch 
—— as of late.
